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Singed by a UFO

The time was 8:30PM and scout master Sonny Desvergers decided to 
bring the West Palm Beach scout meeting to an end. It was decided 
that he would take four of the scouts to their homes. As they drove 
along, Desvergers saw a flashing light moving through the pine thickets 
along the left side of the highway and asked the three scouts if they had 
seen the light. They had not seen anything. As the group drove on the 
light appeared for a second and was flashing on and off as it moved 
through the brush. 

Thinking that someone might be in trouble, Desvergers told the boys 
to stay where they were and that he would take a look. Carrying a 
machete he moved through the undergrowth and slashed his way for 
about thirty yards. He then found himself in a clearing, but the odor 
was becoming oppressive along with a very high temperature. 
Desvergers sensed that he was somehow being observed. Looking up 
he could see no stars. The sky appeared to be black and he could no 
longer see the North Star. It was as though a black shadow had moved 
across the sky. He quickly realized that it wasn't a shadow, but that 
there was a large dark shape hovering above his head. The bottom of 
the object (alien craft) created a phosphorescent glow that lit up the 
clearing. Desvergers stood there for a while and gradually the craft 
came into a clearer focus against the night sky. Desvergers stood there 
looking up at the craft for at least five minutes.

There, waiting for him beside his car, were the three 
scouts and a deputy sheriff. Another car soon 
arrived and took the boys to their homes. But for 
Desvergers, it was the beginning of a long 
investigation to determine whether a new and more 
dangerous kind of UFO was prowling the Florida 
skies. 

His burns turned out to be rather minor and he 
was quickly treated by a doctor at a nearby hospital. 
And then came the almost endless interviews with 
Air Force investigators, news reporters, and police 
officials. Samples of grass and undergrowth were 
taken from that part of the clearing just below the 
given position of the floating UFO, and these were 
sent to the Air Force Lab at Wright-Patterson Base 
in Dayton, Ohio for analysis. The lab came up with 
a strange discovery. The roots of the palmetto bush 
were charred and burned. The Strange Case of the 
Scorched Scoutmaster remains unsolved to this 
day.

The CE4 Corner

March/April, 2012 —The Tipping Point 

In recent weeks, now that I am day-job-free, I have 
continued to delve deeper into activities such as 
UFO/CE4 research and hypnosis/hypnotherapy. I 
have found myself attending a quite a few meetings 
of spiritual-oriented organizations as well as 
studying meditation in more depth. Perhaps 
corresponding to our progression toward the end of 
the calendar year 2012, I have found a common 
theme among many of these activities, the idea that 
our society is approaching a critical threshold of 
change. 

There is a deepening sense of transition, 
accelerating as it reaches a critical mass. The idea is 
that as more people deepen their psychic and 
spiritual growth, they affect the overall 
environment around them. At some point in the 
process, it reaches a critical point and the effect 
becomes self-perpetuating within society as a 


whole. In systems theory, this is known as the 
tipping point. 

Last month, I began studying Transcendental 
Meditation. I had flirted with this movement for 
many years, reading about it, attending a few 
workshops, etc. Ultimately, I found that other 
methods were just as effective and their instruction 
much more affordable. Yet now, I have found that 
TM has again become attractive so I am again 
studying that tradition, methodology, etc. 

One of the teachings in TM is that the effect of 
meditation on humanity is additive. The more 
people meditate the more positive effect it has on 
the world. Just as I had heard in other schools of 
new age thought, TM teaches that there is a 
threshold, a tipping point at which a level of 
emergence will begin to occur. In the TM teachings, 
they claim that if one percent of the population 
meditates regularly, the effect will reach that 
tipping point, with a calming, enlightening effect on 
society as a whole. 

The study of non-linear mathematics and chaos 
theory deals with complex, chaotic systems such as 
chemical reactions, societies, economies, political 
cultures, world climate, etc. It describes how a 
system behaves in response to a stress or influence. 
In politics, a new movement may occur, such as the 
Occupy movement. In economics, interest rates 
may vary. In the world climate, there is the 
ominous and ever-present greenhouse effect, now 
reaching (or surpassing) critical levels. 

In each case, there appears to be a key point in the 
system. When an influence or stress on the system 
is less than that point, the system's response is 
limited. It absorbs, resists or responds in a limited 
way. A glass of water gets only slightly warmer 
when heated. The ocean absorbs moderate amounts 
of carbon dioxide; small changes in interest rates 
have only limited effect on the economy. Even 
within a chemical or nuclear reaction, a small 
adjustment to the inputs has only limited effect on 
the results. 

At some point, however, as the stress or change 
factor increases, the system begins to reach a 
critical point. Some element within the system 
reaches a point of no return. The same glass of 
water suddenly begins to boil. Climate change 
reaches a level where greenhouse gas 
concentrations shoot upward, rising uncontrollably. 
Interest or default rates drive an economy to 
collapse (as occurred in 1980 with interest rates 
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and 2008 with defaults). A chemical reaction 
suddenly takes off and a fire or explosion occurs. 
These are all examples of the phenomenon in non¬ 
linear systems theory known as the tipping point. 

Several recent studies in social theory have found 
that once a threshold of about ten percent of the 
population strongly adopts a belief, the belief will 
take on a life of its own and become a majority 
view. A recent article in Discovery News describes 
several studies in which about ten percent of the 
population strongly hold a particular view sway the 
majority to their viewpoint. A paper in Physical 
Review Letters (Phys Rev E), one of the premier 
journals in physics, describes the mathematics 
behind this ten-percent tipping point. 

Going even further, according to the TM 
organization, one percent of the population 
practicing meditation (presumably TM) will 
produce an aggregate effect on the population 
overall, decreased crime, etc. Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi, the founder of TM, claimed that if one percent 
of the people on Earth were to do so, there would be 
an end to war. They call this (of course) the 
Maharishi Effect . More recently, they have claimed 
that, if the square root of that number practices an 
advanced form of TM, the TM Sidhi program, there 
will be a deep calming effect on society. Thus, if 
about 8400 (square root of 1 percent of 7 billion) 
people worldwide, practiced advanced TM, this 
effect would occur. 

Whether or not you believe this claim, it offers 
some very interesting parallels with numbers we 
see in close encounter research. In Chapter 9 of The 
Cosmic Bridge. I explore the idea of psychic and 
spiritual emergence as one of the side effects of 
close encounters, where the experiencer finds 
him/herself becoming more psychic, more deeply 
spiritual, and more connected with others having 
similar abilities. Barbara Marx Hubbard describes 
this idea in detail in her book, Conscious Evolution. 
where she develops the idea of a social tipping point 
or state change. When enough people develop an 
interconnected psychic awareness, the emergence 
will reach a critical mass and the awakening 
phenomenon will take on a life of its own, 
manifesting in overall humanity. 

The article, UFO Encounters. There May be More 
than You Think on www.craigrlang.com. discusses 
the estimate that roughly one percent of the 
population has had close encounter experiences. In 
the 1991 Roper Poll (unfortunately, the original poll 
is no longer on-line.) one percent (some analysts 


say two percent or more) of the population met four 
of the five criteria to be considered an experiencer. 
Most of these criteria involve psychic or paranormal 
events in the life of the experiencer. 

Could the Maharishi effect and the emergence effect 
of close encounters be related phenomena? If 
genuine, could they stem from the same 
mathematics, as described by Barbara Marx 
Hubbard? If so, then why would only one percent 
be required in the Maharishi effect, whereas in 
social theory, a critical mass of ten percent of the 
population is required? Furthermore, how can only 
a miniscule percent of the population, about eight 
thousand out of 7 Billion, force a critical change? 

An article in Digital Citizen, discussing the 
percentages required to start a movement and 
create lasting social change, states that while 10% of 
the population is required for lasting change, only 
one percent is required to establish a self- 
perpetuating movement. Thus, if one percent 
indeed experiences an awakening effect of sufficient 
magnitude, that effect can become self- 
perpetuating. Furthermore, perhaps the effect 
magnifies when a small strategically selected group 
within a sub-population tips that entire sub¬ 
population, which in turn eventually causes the 
overall population to reach the critical point - the 
square root of one percent becoming one percent, 
becoming ten percent. How would this work? What 
would be required for this to be effective? To me, 
the jury is out on this question. We need a whole lot 
more scientific boots on the ground before we even 
begin to understand this possibility. 

If the psychic emergence effect is genuine, then is 
there a critical point at which a sufficient number of 
experiencers will bring about a tipping point within 
humanity at large? It seems likely that the one 
percent or greater of the population experiencing 
close encounters is already creating a self- 
perpetuating movement. Will that effect reach ten 
percent - and then a majority of the population? 

Comparing notes with other close encounter 
researchers, many of us have noted that the 
phenomenon seems to be steadily expanding in 
scope. David Jacobs claims that it is expanding 
geometrically through entire family lines. My 
observations suggest that the growth is much 
slower, but definitely present - perhaps expanding 
to between two and five percent of the population. I 
usually ask sighting witnesses whether they have 
had additional sightings or experiences - UFO 
sightings, psychic events or other unusual

occurrences in their lives. An increasing number - 
now probably a majority - state that they have had 
at least some psychic experience or ability. If the 
percentage of people having had UFO or anomaly 
sightings is representative of the population as a 
whole, then perhaps this emergence phenomenon is 
indeed already affecting a critical percentage of the 
population. 

Much remains to be validated about all of these 
claims. At this point, they are wildly speculative. Yet 
if true, they suggest that the close encounter 
phenomenon might have a very definite goal - 
bringing some form of psychic or spiritual 
awakening to a critical mass of the population. An 
intriguing experiment might be a new survey of 
experiences, equivalent to the 1991 Roper poll, to 
see if the numbers of experiencers has changed in 
the last twenty years. 

Is the phenomenon, and its apparent corresponding 
emergence effects, growing in a deliberate way 
toward a critical point in society? And is this similar 
to the so-called Maharishi effect? We can only 
answer these questions with further research and 
investigation. Meanwhile, we find the number of 
experiencers growing, perhaps reaching and 
exceeding the all-important threshold in our society 
called the tipping point. 

CIA SEES "LITTLE LIKELIHOOD" OF 
FINDING DOCS ON SECRECY REFORM

There is "little likelihood" that the Central 
Intelligence Agency will be able to produce any 
records documenting the CIA's implementation of 
the Fundamental Classification Guidance Review 
that each classifying agency is required to conduct, 
the Agency said last week. 

The Fundamental Classification Guidance Review 
(FCGR) was ordered by President Obama in his 
December 2009 executive order 13526 (section 1.9) 
as a systematic effort to eliminate obsolete or 
unnecessary classification requirements. It is the 
Obama Administration's primary response to the 
problem of over-classification, and it has already 
achieved some limited results at the Department of 
Defense and elsewhere. But it can't possibly work if 
agencies don't implement it. And so far there is no 
sign of any such implementation at CIA, despite the 
fact that compliance is not optional. 


In response to FOIA requests over the past year for 
records on the CIA's progress in conducting its 
fundamental review, the CIA said it still had no 
records on the FCGR that are subject to the FOIA 
requests. In an earlier response, "we informed you 
that a search was conducted and no records 
responsive to your request were located," wrote 
Susan Viscuso, CIA Information and Privacy 
Coordinator, on October 26. "Although there is 
little likelihood that an updated search would 
produce different results, we will be glad to do so."

Ms. Viscuso's letter appeared to hint that 
responsive files might be contained in CIA 
"operational files" that are exempt from search and 
review under the CIA Information Act. But such a 
claim would be substantively and legally spurious, 
especially since responsive records on the FCGR 
would have been "disseminated" outside of their 
source files (e.g. to the Information Security 
Oversight Office), which would nullify their 
exemption from search and review. 

Meanwhile, another intelligence agency, the 
National Reconnaissance Office (NRO), proved 
more responsive. The NRO said in a report on the 
FCGR that was released last week under the FOIA 
that it had scheduled all of its classification guides 
for a fundamental review, as required. The NRO, 
which is responsible for U.S. intelligence satellites, 
also said it was preparing an integrated 
classification guide that would be "more agile, 
timely, consistent, uniform, and flexible in 
providing classification guidance and principles at 
the lowest appropriate classification level."

The former five-star general in the United States 
Army who commanded the Allied Forces in Europe 
during the Second World War, was also keen on 
pushing the U.S. space programme.

Has this info about the bribe EVER been in the 
public domain thus far?! There is NO need for a 
special introduction of infamous Phil Klass, one of 
the founders of CSICOP. CSICOP is still active with 
a new name - CFI - which is its legal successor. I 
still remember "Strange Days Indeed" - episode of 
the radio show back in September 2005, when 
Richard Dolan talked about the discovery of the 
Phil Klass letter (check audio number 3 from the 
download link at the top of this post).

De Void - Klass act, no principles

A blast from the past animated the blogosphere 
earlier this month when a buddy of famed “Fire in 
the Sky” UFO abductee Travis Walton accused a 
dead debunker of attempted bribery. Steve Pierce 
said he — Pierce — had been offered $iok to say 
Walton had hoaxed the whole thing back in 1975. 

Debunker Phil Klass' relentless ad-hominem 
attacks on UFO eyewitnesses begs the question:

De Void has no insight into this moot and 
meaningless kerfuffle. But De Void knew Phil Klass, 
the target of the allegation. Or rather, De Void 
talked to Klass on a number of occasions, because 
Klass was always the go-to guy journos contacted 
whenever they drew the short straw and had to 
write about UFOs. He seemed the logical choice. As 
senior editor for Aviation Week & Space 
Technology, Klass was Mr. Insider, the 
establishment’s sensible “reality check” authority 
you could always count on for “balance.” Klass 
never met a UFO he couldn’t explain, and he made 
it his life’s calling to reassure the Fourth Estate they 
were wasting their time, that they’d be better served 
chasing rocs and griffins. 

Klass was a prolific writer who dismissed the 
Walton controversy as confabulation in his 1983 
book UFOs: The Public Deceived. De Void was just 
beginning this forlorn and dreary journey back 
then. No reason for a newbie to doubt him. Except 
for, well, maybe this one case in Klass’ book 
concerning three people who suffered acute UFO 
radiation burns in Texas in 1980. Klass’ take on 


what became known as the Cash-Landrum incident 
stopped me cold. Because I’d actually done my 
homework on that one. And that’s when I got that 
first queasy feeling that the American press was 
routinely quoting a man who had a pathological 
disregard for truth. 

I’d gone to Texas and interviewed the victims — 
Betty Cash, Vicki and Colby Landrum — as well as 
other witnesses who’d seen the military helicopters 
that were either escorting or pursuing the UFO. 
Cash and the Landrums authorized MUFON 
investigator John Schuessler to share their medical 
records with me, which he did. The story was 
complex and gruesome. 

For years, Klass had badgered the victims, and 
Schuessler, for access to their hospital records. 
Aware of his proclivities, they refused to comply. “I 
said, look Phil, why don’t you come up with what 
you think happened, publish it, and after you do 
that, we’ll be happy to supply you with the records,” 
recalls Schuessler from his home in Colorado. 

Klass condensed Cash-Landrum into a single page. 
Rather than posit an alternative scenario, he simply 
ascribed the whole thing to a hoax founded upon 
pre-existing medical conditions. Even the Army’s 
own Inspector General investigation specifically 
cited a lack of evidence for a hoax. 

“Klass was a low-life and a bully who used his 
Aviation Week credentials to hold himself up as an 
expert,” says Schuessler, retired project manager 
for space shuttle flight operations at Johnson Space 
Center. “He just made up stories any way he saw 
fit.” 

De Void had one face-to-face encounter with Klass 
in 1987, during a MUFON symposium at American 
University. Whitley Strieber’s first-person 
abduction epic, Communion, had just rolled and 
was making bestseller lists in the nonfiction 
category. Klass, who attended Strieber’s keynote 
speech, had written that Strieber was probably 
suffering from brain damage. 

The next day, I met Klass at a deli for lunch. He 
repeated his assertion that Strieber was plagued 
with frontal lobe epilepsy. Then he lowered his 
voice, drawing yet another reporter into his sage 
confidence, and said he wanted to go off the record. 
“Whitley Strieber is a troubled man,” he said. He 
produced a sad smile, like some wise old avuncular 
Yoda. “Unfortunately, I wouldn’t be surprised if he 
tries to take his own life.” Goosebumps. 









We know the rest of the story. Klass died in 2005. 
Whitley Strieber is alive, well and continues to 
write. But one thing we’ll never know is the full 
extent of the damage Phil Klass did to American 
journalism’s tepid inquiry into The Great Taboo. 
The first word that comes to mind: Irreparable. 


RECENT UNIDENTIFIED EVENT 
REPORTS By William I. McNeff, ASD 

MUFON CMS Report (33699) 

This event occurred in Chaska on or about October 
22, 2011 in the evening. 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE EVENT: First saw 
ufo. Then dog hark turned into long yelping human 
dog yelping and then female screaming 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE EVENT: 

While having my bonfire talking to my friend I 
suddenly spot a large glowing white object within 
the clouds. As I look at it the white glowing object it 
immediately jets off to the east in a straight line. My 
reaction: I got up out of my seat and ran to get a 
view of where it might be but I reacted too late. 15 
minutes later: My friend and I both hear a dog 
barking; we didn’t think too much of it at first. A 
short moment passes without much noise; as we 
walk back to the house we hear some more dog 
barking but this time we hear a female human 
sound like falling and hurting herself. So naturally I 
wanted to go help but my friend had a really 
unsettling feeling about this and urged me not to 
go. Well, as we’re talking about it we noticed a few 
low level noises; all seemed ok until the 

screaming. The sound of this screaming 

sounded like a dog yelping but morphed into what 
quite clearly was a woman. We’re petrified by what 
we’re hearing. Long yelping female gurgling 
choking coughing dogish humanish female very, 
very loud screams. Me and my close friend now 
have problems sleeping and wish to god we never 
heard what we heard. Furthermore I asked around 
a little and I spoke with an older woman who also 
heard the very loud screams and said it was like 
nothing she has ever heard before in all of her days. 
I went to the station and made a report about it; the 
officer was, of course, very dismissive. 

FIELD INVESTIGATORS REPORT: 

A discussion with the prime witness over the phone 
satisfied me that he is a reasonably reliable 
observer. About a dozen emails were exchanged 
with the witness to tie down some details. The 
older woman who also heard the screams lives 


several blocks away, per the prime witness. This is 
an indication of how loud the screams were. 

On 10-22-2011, the wind was zero from 5 pm to 11 
pm. The temperature was 55 F at 6 pm and 
dropped exponentially to 40 F at 9 pm, where it 
remained until 11 pm. It would have been a good 
night for a bonfire. The winds were calm from 5:53 
pm to 10:53 pm. From 5:53 pm to 9:53 pm, the sky 
was clear. At 10:53 pm there were scattered clouds. 
This would indicate that if the 22 nd was the night of 
the events, the events happened some time after 
9:53 pm. On the previous day, the sky was clear all 
evening, and the following evening (the 23 rd ), the 
sky was clear except for fog at 9:53 pm. All of this 
data makes it more likely that the events happened 
on the 22 nd around 11 pm. 

CONCLUSIONS: The UFO observation by the 
prime witness seems to be based on reality. The 
appearance and actions of the object led to the 
conclusion that it is an unknown aerial vehicle. The 
relationship of the UFO to the screaming episode 
which occurred 15 minutes later is questionable. It 
is the Field Investigator’s opinion that this episode 
likely has some conventional explanation, such as a 
test of a “sound effects tape” for a Halloween 
“haunted house”, or an accident by some woman 
walking an active dog, which could have wound his 
leash around her legs, causing her to fall down, and 
then the leash ended up across her throat, tending 
to choke her. I plan to investigate this further, as 
even at this late date someone in the area should 
have heard this extremely loud screaming and may 
be able to explain it. 

MUFON CMS Report (34873) 

This happened on Jan. 15, 2012 at about 4:20 or 
4:25 am in front of (west) of the church of St. 
Nicholas in New Market, not far from Lakeville. 

Detailed Description of the UFO Event: Me and 
my cousin were in the car around 4:25 am to go to 
[a church service]. We had just parked the car 
when she asked me if I was seeing what she saw. 
She noticed two lights in the reflection of the 
window in front of us, because the thing was 
happening behind us. 

She saw it first and told me that it was two lights 
and it looked like they did a little dance and then 
collided [and] became one. When I saw it, it was a 
huge red glowing flame electrical circle right above 
the tree line. We were outside [looking west toward 
St. Josephs Street] and it was silent. My first 
thought was it could have been a helicopter because 
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they hover, but I heard nothing. The light was BIG 
and it had a hole in the middle of it. It lasted about 
a minute but it seemed for a while. It slowly 
descended toward the tree line in a downward line 
[toward the tree line] and then we lost it in the trees 
... it was completely silent. 

My feelings during this were as if I was being 
watched. I remember holding my breath and then 
once it was done just being in a state of confusion 
and disbelief. I never really believed in UFO 
sightings because I just thought people could make 
really good video's. But this ... was something that 
made me lose sleep and I’ll never forget that. 

Field Investigators Report 

Report revised 2-27-2012. I misread the time as 
4:20 pm; it was actually 4:20 am. Weather: The 
temperature at 4:20-4:25am was 23F. The wind 
was 7 mph from the SE. Sky was overcast. I 
exchanged emails with the prime witness to get 
some additional detail. I made a site visit on about 
Jan. 19 and took three pictures. This was about 
3:00 pm. The pictures indicate that for any lights 
to be reflected by the school windows, they would 
have had to be fairly bright. Looking to the west, 
the direction the unknown object departed toward, 
the town is on hills well covered with trees between 
the houses. The New Market water tower is to the 
southwest a few blocks away. A drive out west of 
the town found nothing but farm land, with a few 
scattered residences, nothing that might have sent 
up some kind of fireball, and there was no good 
place from which to launch a hot-air balloon. At 
4:20 am, it was too early for clouds or objects to be 
tinged red by a rising sun, which was still far below 
the horizon. The sky being overcast rules out a 
meteor. The initial account of two lights circling 
around each other, then uniting to form the large 
red glowing circle with a hole in the center, does not 
fit any conventional aircraft or anything 
conventional that I can imagine. This leads to the 
conclusion that the witnesses saw two unknown 
aerial vehicles which combined into one. 

MUFON CMS Report (35259) 

Brief Description of the Event: This sighting took 
place in Inver Grove Heights between 7:00 pm & 
8:00 pm on Jan. 24, 2012. Saw this very large 
flaming ball which then went up at a 30 degree 
angle. 

Detailed Description of the Event: Sitting in living 
room, I saw this very large flaming ball outside 
through trees which then went up at a 30 degree 
angle, so I went out front to observe, then through 


back door to continue to watch its path. It angled 
sharply upward then, all the time looking like it was 
afire, and finally, after maybe 3-5 minutes, 
disappeared when it was very high in the sky. It was 
traveling in a northeast direction. We have a lot of 
plane traffic but it was definitely not an aircraft. My 
first reaction was that it looked like a hot air 
balloon burning. 

Surface: Yellow Orange 

Distance from witness: 101 to 500 ft (Estimate) 
Object: Changed direction, ascended, appeared 
solid, glowed 

FIELD INVESTIGATORS REPORT: 

A Google map showed that the long axis of the 
witness’s house ran close to due north and south. 
The house is pretty well surrounded by trees, with a 
wooded area to the west. I phoned the witness on 
Jan. 28 and asked for a few more details. I verified 
that the front door of the house faces west. The 
witness said that she saw the “flaming” ball out of 
the living room window through trees and called it 
to the attention of her husband. He said it was just 
an airplane, but she replied with words to the effect 
that it was no airplane, and she then went out the 
front door and saw the object climbing at about a 
30 degree angle. She said it looked as if it was 
burning, but no flames were visible. It was moving 
toward the northeast. It seemed about the size of a 
hot air balloon, she said. Note that her estimate of 
distance at the closest was too to 500 feet. She 
watched the object until it was occluded by the 
house. The occlusion by the house confirms that 
the object was moving toward the northeast. She 
went into the house and out the back door to the 
patio, which is located at the northeast corner of the 
house. She saw that the object was going up faster 
and at a steeper angle. She watched it for three to 
five minutes until it went out of sight very high in 
the sky. 

Based on the witness accounts, the maximum time 
elapsed for the observation was about 3+1+ 5 or 9 
minutes. By rough estimate, the object moved at a 
rate of 1000 ft in two or three minutes until it was 
occluded by the house, or four to six miles an hour. 
Just to pick a number for purposes of making a very 
rough calculation, if the cloud cover was at an 
altitude of 2 miles, and the “steep angle” was 60 
degrees, the object moved about 2.5 miles in 3 to 5 
minutes, or 30 to 50 mph during the steep climb. 
Per www.wunderground.com , between 7 & 8 pm, the 
wind went from 4 mph to o. The wind at 7:00 pm 
was from due south. The sky was overcast; the 
ceiling was not given. Visibility was 7 miles. The 
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wind direction and speed do not agree with the 
direction and estimated speed of the object, 
indicating it was a powered object. 

The witness was not familiar with MUFON and 
asked her son where she should report it. He 
referred her to the MUFON website and she filled 
out the CMS form. 

South Robert Trail, the local arterial highway, runs 
southwest/northeast about 600 feet northwest of 
the house. Most of the area between the house and 
South Robert is heavily wooded. There appears to 
be a roughly rectangular pond or dark area, perhaps 
wet mud, about 600 feet west and a little south of 
the house. If the object had taken off from this 
point and flew northeast, it would have been 400 
feet from the witness at its closest distance. This 
course comes close to fitting the witness description 
of the flight path. It would have paralleled South 
Robert about 200 feet away, and should have been 
easily visible by cars on the highway. Traffic 
between 7:00 and 8:00 pm should have been 
moderate; a few cars should have passed by during 
this sighting. That no one else reported the object 
is interesting, but not unusual. 

The witness was sincere but low-key, and seemed to 
be intelligent, and was able to estimate angles. 

Weather sources showed that between 7 & 8 PM the 
sky was about 95% overcast and the temperature 
was 22 degrees. Between 7 & 8 PM, the wind went 
from 4 mph to o. The wind at 7:00 pm was from 
due south. The sky was overcast; the ceiling was 
not given. Visibility was 7 miles. Late on the night 
of Jan. 24 th it was snowing, but not at 7:00 to 8:00 
pm. The wind direction and speed do not agree 
with the direction and estimated speed of the 
object, indicating it was a powered object. 

The prime witness when telephoned was calm, 
rational and low key. She is in her early 70s. She 
showed technical ability in being able to describe 
the climb angle of the object. I would judge her to 
be intelligent and very reliable. The area to the 
west of the witness’s house is wooded. A hot air 
balloon, the only conventional object that the 
description of the unknown might fit, would have 
had no good place to take off in this area and more 
important, the manned balloons are not flown at 
night because of the danger. Of course, someone 
might have sent up a large, lighted, unmanned 
balloon as a hoax. Note that the climb angle of the 
object changed from about 30 degrees to “sharply 
upward”, indicating powered flight under 


intelligent control. Conclusions: All details point 
away from conventional objects, and point toward 
the conclusion that this was an unknown aircraft, 
glowing a yellow-orange color. 

Sighting Location: Burnsville, MN 
Sighting Date/Time: Sunday 19 feb 2012 
12:15A.M. Duration: 5mm 

1 .1 was driving southbound on Interstate 35, in the 
left most lane. I was also talking on my phone 
(w/bluetooth). 

2. It appeared to be a couple of lights, which then 
seemed to be out of place. 

3. Just a light- the topography of the area in 
question is a river valley, one goes "down" from 
Bloomington into the Minnesota river valley and 
then "up" into Burnsville. There are many 
businesses on either side of the freeway. But as I 
passed Hwy 13 I noticed the lights had moved out 
above the freeway and therefore must be in the sky. 

4. As I was talking on the phone, I told my friend 
that I am seeing 3 UFOs, then I described them to 
her. They were small red lights, not blinking and in 
a strait line diagonally to the south west. I checked 
my mirrors to check traffic, and slowed down a bit. 
The lights "flew" over my car, and I looked at one of 
the lights specifically. The red light seemed to he 
emitted from the front of it and was bright enough 
to prevent me seeing any structure behind it. I got 
the impression that they were small,perhaps 20-30 
ft wide. They passed over me and after adjusting my 
drivers side - side mirror, I saw them spread out 
and slowly curve to the west, as if to follow the 
river/valley. I did not have a camera or video 
equipment with me. By the way there is an airport 
near this area and I am quite familiar with airplane 
lights, these lights went AWAY from the airport. 

5. Three red lights, when first seen sort of blended 
into the sea of lights on the west side of the freeway, 
then they moved out above the road. So they were 
traveling slowly from the SW to the NE and when 
they got to the river valley they spread out and 
curved to the west.

Scientists from Arizona State University are 
proposing that closely examining high resolution 
photographs of the moon, retrieved by the Lunar 
Reconnaissance Orbiter (LRO), may reveal 
"incontrovertible signatures of non-human 
technology." They argue that such a project is 
worthwhile and could be accomplished with a small 
budget. 

ASU's Dr. Paul Davies and undergraduate student, 
Robert Wagner, submitted their paper, "Searching 
for alien artifacts on the moon", to Acta 
Astronautica, the official journal of the 
International Academy of Astronautics. In the 
abstract they state that the Search for 
Extraterrestrial Intelligence (SETI) has a low 
probability of success, and should broaden their 
search from simply listening for extraterrestrial 
radio signals. They say, "Alien civilizations may 
have sent probes to our region of the galaxy." 

To hunt for these tell-tale signs of alien visitation, 
they suggest that a project be set up to carefully 
scrutinize the high resolution pictures being 
captured by the LRO. In order to save money, they 
suggest the job could be outsourced to the general 
public, similar to the SETI@home and Galaxy Zoo 
projects. In other words, once the pictures are 
released to the public, citizens could report 
anomalies to scientists for examination. According 
to the Guardian, the LRO has already taken over 
340,000 images and is expected to have taken one 
million by the time it is finished. 

Another reason the scientists believe the moon is a 
good place to look for signs of alien technology is 
that "the lunar environment could preserve artifacts 
for millions of years." So if aliens stopped off at the 
moon and left behind debris or footprints, because 
of the environment on the moon, the remnants 
would still be visible even if that visit was hundreds 
of thousands of years ago. 

A popular theory amongst those who believe aliens 
have already visited our solar system is that there is 
evidence of alien technology in ancient architecture, 
such as the pyramids in Egypt, the Nazca lines in 
Peru, or Stonehenge in England. This theory has 
been popularized recently on the History channel's 
television show, Ancient Aliens. Filmmaker Ridley 


Scott says he also suspects that extraterrestrials 
may be responsible for humankind's technological 
development. An idea he says he has added to the 
plot of his upcoming movie Prometheus. If these 
theories hold true, perhaps the best evidence awaits 
us on the moon. 

The scientists write: 

Although there is only a tiny probability that alien 
technology would have left traces on the moon in 
the form of an artifact or surface modification of 
lunar features, this location has the virtue of being 
close, and of preserving traces for an immense 
duration.

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A Letter to the Editor of Science News

Dear Mr. Siegfried, 

As one of your readers wrote in “Feedback” in the 
Feb. 11, 2012 issue, I appreciate your editorials. I 
was struck by one line in your editorial in that 
issue: “Fong regarded by neuro-scientists as a 
taboo topic...” There are other taboo topics in 
science, and one of the biggest is unidentified flying 
objects (UFOs) or (a better term) unexplained 
aerial phenomena (UAP). It would seem that the 
bulk of scientists do not want to touch that topic 
with the proverbial ten foot pole, due to the ridicule 
or “giggle” factor. However, a few open-minded 
scientists have fearlessly looked into the subject, 
and most of those who have taken such a look 
pronounce it to be a topic well worth studying. This 
should not be surprising, since any topic which 
promises to reveal information about technology or 
energy sources which may permit travel over 
astronomical distances, and reveal scientific 
information far beyond ours, should be worthy of 
study. But as Hofstadter wrote (p. 30), “We ... draw 
conceptual boundaries around entities that we 
easily perceive, and in so doing we carve out what 
seems to us to be reality.” IMHO, that is how the 
present-day scientific paradigm has been 
constructed and has become today’s dogma. 

Eminent scientist Rupert Sheldrake recently wrote: 
“I have spent all my adult life as a scientist, and I 
strongly believe in the importance of the scientific 
approach. Yet I have become increasingly 
convinced the sciences have lost much of their 
vigour, vitality and curiosity. Dogmatic ideology, 
fear-based conformity and institutional inertia are 
inhibiting scientific creativity. With scientific 
colleagues, I have been struck over and over again 
by the contrast between public and private 
discussions. In public, scientists are very aware of 
the powerful taboos that restrict the range of 
permissible topics; in private they are often more 
adventurous. I believe that the sciences will be 
more exciting and engaging when they move 
beyond the dogmas that restrict free inquiry and 
imprison imaginations.” 

As difficult as it is for some to allow that the crash 
near Roswell, New Mexico in July of 1947 might 
have been that of an extraterrestrial alien 


spacecraft, and that such craft have been and are 
continuing to visit Earth today, a careful 
consideration of the vast evidence for these should 
result in a recognition that here is a scientific 
mystery well worthy of study and attempts at 
solution. You have perhaps read that the number of 
hits from “Googling” the subject of “UFOs” is 
second only to the subject of “sex”. If you haven’t 
already, I would ask you to take a good look at the 
UAP/UFO/ET subject. Good sources are the 
following authors, most of whom have PhDs: 
Richard F. Haines, Leslie Kean, John E. Mack, 
David M. Jacobs, Jacques Vallee, Robert K.G. 
Temple, J. Allen I Ivnek, and Stanton T. Friedman, 
and the organizations NARCAP, CUFOS, and 
MUFON. 

I won’t ask you to trumpet to the world what you 
learn. That would probably be professional suicide. 
I only urge you to learn as well as you can what the 
facts are, so that you will be prepared when and if 
the day of UFO/ET disclosure arrives, or will be in a 
position to hasten it.

Want to help find E.T.? Now you can 
Adler team launches website to let 
public help in search for extraterrestrial

Look out, extraterrestrials. Regular human beings 
— the same folks who struggle to figure out self¬ 
checkout lines at grocery stores — are now listening 
to your every move. 

Astronomers at Adler Planetarium launched a 
website today that allows anyone with a computer 
to join in the search for possible radio signals from 
alien life. The site is www.SETIlive.org — SETI is 
an organization whose name stands for Search for 
Extra Terrestrial Intelligence. 

Computers already monitor radio signals collected 
by a California-based array of radio telescopes. But 
researchers believe the computers can’t filter 
through the full spectrum of signals — many of 
which are just interference caused by satellites and 
cell phones — and humans may be more likely to 
identify what could be signs of alien life. 
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“Humans have this unique ability to pick out all 
sorts of complicated signals, even when it’s noisy,” 
said Adler astronomer Chris Lintott, who led the 
project. “Think about talking to a person in a 
crowded room. The plan is to search for signals 
from alien civilizations in a way that hasn’t been 
done before, which is to get human brains to look at 
data as it comes off the telescope live.” 

The radio signals appear on the website as patterns, 
everything from an array of dots to a spaghetti-like 
swirl of solid and broken lines. The site provides a 
tutorial on how to differentiate common 
interference signals from unusual signals that 
might be worth investigating. If someone sees 
something intriguing, that person can tag it on their 
Web browser. 

The telescope moves about every three minutes. But 
if a certain number of people — for now it’s about 
five —mark the same signal, the telescope will be 
directed back to re-examine the point the signal 
came from. 

“This is what real alien hunting looks like,” Lintott 
said. “The pictures aren’t as pretty and it’s not as 
exciting as a flying saucer landing at your gate, but 
it is real science.” 

All the stars being examined are in the Milky Way, a 
few thousand light years out. Lintott said, “We’re 
pointing deliberately at stars where we know there 
are planets and those planets have the right 
conditions to have liquid water. That allows us to 
up the odds.” 

And it also allows us to retain supremacy — for now 
— over our electronics. 

“The good thing about this,” Lintott said, “is if we 
do discover alien life, at least humans will discover 
it and not computers.”
